ELEMENTARY HYGIENE 11 
COURSE SANCTIONED 


Course fn Red Cross Work to be Start, 
ed Immediately — To Count One 
and One-half Credits Towards 
, . Bi. A. Degree 


A one-and-a-half-hour course In ele- 
mentary hygiene and the home caro 
of the sick which sill entitle the stu- 
dent to a Red Cross certificate and 
which wiJI give one and a half hour’s 
credit towards the Backelor of Arts 
degree is to be established by the 
Vhlverslty Immediately. The course 
\^tl! be given In fifteen class periods 
of one and ontf-half hours e.sch, on 
Tuesday and Thursday of each week 
at 2 o’clock under conditions that will 
meet the ofliclal approval of the Amer- 
ic.sn Ked proas. 

No Extra Charges 

The course will be given without 
any additional tultlonal charges. The 
cost will probably will not exceed a 
dollar and a half, this to 'include the 
American Red Cross text book on El- 
ementary Hygiene and the Home Care 
of the Sick, and the Red Cross ecr- 
tificate which is optional. 

The course will probably be given 
in one of the ward rooms at the Uni- 
versity Hospital, as the hospital has 
the required equipment. There will 
be a record of attendance, recitations, 
and examinations, made in order that 
due credit may be given the girls 
toward their bachelor’s degree.
